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Moore, Groom, Evans all sentenced to prison for Egypt’s murder

On Oct. 5, Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Wanda Evans sentenced to prison the 
last two defendants on trial for the shooting 
death of Jacqueline Elizabeth “Egypt” 
Covington in 2017 in her Hull Road home 
in Van Buren Township. 

Timothy Eugene Moore, 37, of Toledo 
had originally been charged with nine 
counts, including first-degree murder. In 
July he accepted a plea deal where he would 
plead guilty to one count of second-degree 
murder and one felony firearm charge and 
the other charges would be dismissed. 

Judge Evans sentenced him according 
to the agreement to 20 to 55 years in state 
prison for second-degree murder and two 
years consecutive for felony firearm. She 
gave him credit for a total of 1,064 days 
time served on the two counts. She also 
fined him a total of $1,566. 

The second-offender notice was 
withdrawn, as well. 

Another defendant in the case, Shandon R 
Groom, 30, of Toldeo, also was sentenced 
by Judge Evans on Oct. 5. He had seven 
charges against him and six were dismissed 
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Timothy Eugene Moore 


when he pled guilty to second-degree 
murder, as part of a plea deal. 

Judge Evans sentenced Groom to 17 to 
26 years in state prison, with credit for 752 
days served. She also sentenced him to fees 
totaling $1,498. 

Groom and Moore are cousins

A third defendant, Shane Lamar Evans, 
34, of Sumpter Township pled guilty to 
second-degree murder in May and was 
expected to testify against the other two if 
it went to trial. He was sentenced to 15-25 
years in prison. 

On Oct. 5, eight people got up to speak 
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Shane Lamar Evans 


in court and asked the judge to impose the 
most severe sentences she could. 

Chuck Covington, Egypt’s father, said in 
other states the murderers would be put to 
death. He said the defendants are playing 
the system and chose to enter pleas rather

VBT releases the rest of engineering funds for Denton Rd. Bridge

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees voted to release the rest of the 
funds set aside for engineering work on the 
Denton Road Bridge, at its regular meeting 
on Oct. 3. 

Ron Akers, director of municipal services, 
said they had already released $100,000 
and now the $317,707 is being released. 

He said Wayne County engineering wants 
a resolution on the funds. He said funds 
have been OKed by the state and building 
construction will begin in 2024. 

Consulting engineers Fishbeck said in a 
memo that at the May 2 meeting, the board 
released $100,000 to begin preliminary 
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engineering work on the Denton Road 
Bridge. The township engineers have been 
progressing on the project and are coming 
close to this spending limit. 

Fishbeck said Wayne County still has not 
provide the township with a contract for 
the work and have not provided an update 
on the status of the contract. In order to 
continue design work on the bridge and 
stay on the target timeline, the engineers 
need them to release the remaining funds 
of $317,700 for the remaining work. 

Paul Kammer of Fishbeck said the funds 
would enable them to do work that wasn’t 
previously authorized, including Road 
Reconstruction and Detour Plan ($86,000) 
and the Type, Size, and Location Plans 
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($45,000). 

Director Akers said the hydraulic and 
topographic surveys have been completed, 
along with the environmental assessment. 
He said divers didn’t find any fresh water 
mussels, as far as he knows, but the state 
has to confirm that. 

He said they did find water willow on 
the causeway and that information will be 
finalized to determine impacts. He said 
engineers will have to work with DTE 
because of gasoline on the bridge. 

Akers said they are moving toward 
construction beginning in 2024. 

At the check-passing event at the bridge 
the day before, Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
expect bids to go out in May and the present 
bridge to be taken down later that year. 

He said divers would be out looking for 
fresh water mussels on Oct. 3 and if they 
don’t find any, work will proceed. If they 
find the mussels, they will have to move 


them which could take some time.

In other business at the half-hour meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved all the 2023 amended and 
2024 proposed township budgets as 
presented, following a public hearing 
during which there were no comments. The 
2024 salary schedule was also approved. 
Total expenditures for the general fund 
budget are expected to be $24.2 million, 
down from $32.6 million in 2023. Total 
general fund fund balances are expected to 
be $13.7 million in 2024 (57% of general 
Operating expenses), up from the 2023 
total of $12.6 million ; 

e Approved the selection of Praise Sign 
Company for the Community Center 
Signage project for $61,140, the low bid 
of four vendors. Supervisor McNamara 
said “Charter” will be dropped from the 
township’s name on the signs because only 
township officials know what that means; 

e Approved the Fishbeck engineering 
hourly annual rate increase of 4% which 


will be in effect from now until June 
2024. Supervisor McNamara said this 
is the fourth increase since 2017 and the 
increases are consistent with what other 
communities pay. He said Fishbeck is a 
very, very good engineering company and 
one of the best, or the best, in the state; 

e Approved the 2024 Departmental 
Fee Schedule including the annual 
memberships for the new Community 
Center: individuals, $120; family, $240; 
seniors over 62 years old, $90; and senior 
matinee (open-3 p.m., Mon.-Fri.), $20. 
There also was a list of automatic billing 
memberships to be charged monthly. Non- 
VBT residents pay higher rates. Supervisor 
McNamara said he wanted the Community 
Center to be free at the beginning, but the 
rate to be charged is one-third less than 
other communities charge. The proposal 
to have an admittance fee for the museum 
was changed to suggest a $5 donation for 
adults and $3 for seniors and students. 
Also, the pavilion rental rate at Van Buren 
Park is being raised to match the Quirk 
pavilion and others; and

VBT DDA approves commitment 
of $400,000 for Tyler Rd. sidewalk

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority committed 
$400,000 towards a matching grant 
application for pedestrian and non- 
motorized improvements along Tyler Road 
from the new community center building to 
Morton Taylor Road. 

This was at the regular DDA meeting on 
Sept. 26. 

At its June meeting, the DDA approved 
a $47,500 proposal from Wade Trim 
engineers for the submittal of an application 
for the MDOT/SEMCOG Transportation 
Alternatives Program (TAP) Grant for the 
Tyler Road Sidewalk east of Belleville 
Road. 

As part of the submittal of the grant, a 
resolution from the DDA was needed to 
show that funds have been committed for 
the project in the 2024 budget. 

DDA Executive Director Merrie Coburn 
said the cost is just over $1 million, including 
engineering and administration, so that 
qualifies the DDA for an $883,437.20 grant. 

Coburn said that 25% is the basic match, 
but the more you offer, the higher the score 
for the grant, so she asked for a 35% match. 
She said she reallocated funds in next 
year’s budget and if the grant application 
is unsuccessful, she will put the funds back 
from where she got them in the budget. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara voiced some 
concerns about Coburn redoing the budget. 

Coburn said the plan was to have the 
sidewalk from the community center to 
Morton Taylor and the right of way is 
narrow. 

Wade Trim determined that the south side 
of Tyler Road is the more preferred route 
for the 10-foot-wide asphalt trail and that’s 
what the cost estimate is based on. 

Supervisor McNamara said the township 
is looking at continuing the sidewalk from 
Morton Taylor, along Tyler, to Haggerty and 
east of I-275 and then to the trail there and 
further south to hook up to the Iron Belle 
Trail. 

In other business at the Sept. 26 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Tabled a proposal from Jamie’s Custom 
Concrete and Construction for $4,985 
for an 8’x8’ concrete slab on the former 
DNR property to hold two benches and a 
trash receptacle to service walkers along 


Belleville Road and a 4’x11’ concrete 
walkway to the slab. The DDA determined 
more quotes were needed for the concrete 
work, since Coburn said she was able 
to get just one quote. DDA member 
James Chudzinski also suggested getting 
information on spraying the metal legs of 
the benches with Rhino Liner to keep the 
metal from rusting; 

e Approved the proposal of Grosse Ile 
Lawn for a total of $9,600 for holiday lights 
for Harris Park and the monument triangle 
at Belleville and Quirk roads. A more- 
complicated and more-costly proposal 
for singing trees that looped every 16-18 
minutes was rejected; 

e Approved the streetscaping maintenance 
of changing the banner couplings and three 
change-outs of the banners by low-bidder 
MI Custom Signs. There are 70 poles and 
the DDA changes 35 of those three times a 
year and leaves the sailboats in place; and 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
Just-Compensation approval for the right- 
of-way acquisition for the Belleville Road 
Widening Project. After coming back 
into open session, the DDA approved a 
motion to proceed with making the Just- 
Compensation Offers to the property 
owners plus a 20% incentive if they accept 
within 30 days of the offer.

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A reader called to say he is a farmer in 
Van Buren Township and he has been 
very interested in the trees that have 
been cut down on township property on 
the northwest corner of Belleville and 
Tyler roads. Trees have been left standing 
in front, but behind them is where the 
wholesale cutting has taken place. 

He said he went to the township hall to 
find out if the township had permission 
from the DNR to cut all those trees, since 
developers in the township have to count 
all the trees they are targeting and either 
replace them or pay the township money to 
buy new trees to put in the parks. 

He said no one at the township could or 
would answer his questions. So, he called 
the DNR. He said they told him they didn’t 
know anything about what the township 
was doing there, but they’d look into it. 

Supervisor McNamara said at the Aug. 1 
meeting when they hired a contractor to do 
the cutting that the cutting would improve 
drainage on 50 acres of the former Ford 
Land site the township is now seeking to 
sell. 

Director of Municipal Services Ron Akers 
also said that in September of 2021 the 
township received a letter from Michigan 
EGLE which indicated that those areas 
were not regulated wetlands. This letter has 
an expiration date of Sept. 30, 2023 and if 
the township fails to take steps to improve 
surface drainage on the property, the state 
may revoke their decision, he said. “In 
order to begin the implementation of this, 
township staff put out to bid services to 
‘clear and grub’ specified areas of the site 
which involves the removal of trees and 
vegetation, grinding of the stumps, and 
raking of the ground,” Akers said. 

“The proposed clearing would leave an 
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approximate 25’ buffer area of trees along 
the corner of Belleville and Tyler roads,” 
he said.

Sumpter Township Manager Anthony 
Burdick, a Korean War veteran, and LeRoy 
Paige, a Sumpter resident who is a Vietnam 
vet, led a five-minute Day of Remembrance 
ceremony during the township board’s 
workshop session on Sept. 26. 

The event spilled over into the regular 
meeting, when military veterans present 
introduced themselves and Planning 
Commissioner Vince Warren presented the 
township with a POW/MIA flag and asked it 
to fly it on the third Thursday in September 
which was the Day of Remembrance. 

Burdick asked the board to pledge the 
flag at the beginning of the workshop, 
which isn’t usually done, and then asked 
everyone to remember the Prisoners of War 
and Missing in Action and those missing 
from all five services, plus public safety 
and emergency responders. 

He said the Day of Remembrance started 
with the Vietnam War. 

A special display was set up at the front 
of the meeting room that included a small 
round table with a white tablecloth, a 
single red rose, slice of lemon, pinch of 
salt, Bible, inverted drinking glass and 
an empty chair. Each item represented 
something and the empty chair said “they 
are missing,” Burdick said. 

“We will not forget,” Burdick said. 

Near the end of the meeting, Paige rose 
in response to Trustee Matthew Oddy’s 
remarks about the MIA/POW ceremony. 

Paige said 82,000 veterans are still 
unaccounted for since World War II. He 
introduced a psychotherapist from the Ann 
Arbor Veterans Administration hospital. 

He told them of Paul Cowen, who 
had served in World War II, Korea, and 
Vietnam. He said he was one of the first 
medics to hit the beach during World 
War II and the medics were charged with 
determining who they could save and who 
they couldn’t. He said they gave shots of 
morphine to those suffering pain and had 
to turn their backs and go away from the 
soldiers that were too badly injured to save. 
And, what happened, “haunts me every 
day.” He said people never know what 
scars are inside people who “fought for the 
freedom we enjoy each and every day.” 

After Warren presented the flag and the 
board voted to fly it as requested, Trustee 
Tim Rush noted that this is a ceremonial 
flag and the township will have to purchase 
a weatherized flag to fly in the future. 

In other business in the one-hour-and- 
35-minute workshop/regular meeting, the 
board: 

e Removed two items from the agenda — 
Consider directing Cari Ford to complete 
an internal audit review of the Community 
Center and Police Department” and 
“Consider approval of the findings and 
recommendations for the Treasurer’s 
office internal control review,” both put on 
the agenda by Burdick. A discussion was 
held on how they would like to see two 
board members, who are elected by the 


people, sign off on agenda items instead of 
having employees make those decisions. 
The board directed township attorney 
Rob Young to check out the contract with 
Burdick to see if he was given this power 
and, if so, to alter that. It will be discussed 
again in the future; 

e Approved the price quote of $7,900 
for the fence and overhead signage at 
Martinsville Cemetery as proposed by 
township resident and contractor, Eric 
Partridge; 

e Approved the  supervisor’s 
reappointment of Vincent Warren to the 
planning commission with a term to expire 
Sept. 23, 2026; 

e Approved, on a 4-2 vote, purchase of 
a smaller replacement mower for mowing 
/ leaf collection at the Martinsville 
Cemetery, at a cost not to exceed $11,362, 
using Martinsville Cemetery federal ARPA 
funds. Trustees Don LaPorte and Matt 
Oddy voted no; 

e Approved Republic Waste’s sale of 
the residential waste pickup contract to 
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Sumpter board honors POW, MIA at special ceremony at meeting 


Priority Waste to the year 2030 using the 
same obligations, routes, and times as 
Republic had in its contract with Sumpter. 
“What choice to we have?” asked attorney 
Young, who met with representatives 
of Republic and Priority, along with the 
township manager and financial director; 

e Heard resident Mary Ban say most of 
the township roads are still “in the jungle” 
and the county is ignoring Sumpter. “I 
don’t care what Commissioner Haidous 
says,” she added. On another matter, she 
asked why they couldn’t use Google Earth 
to assess properties, rather than coming 
onto properties in person. Trustee Oddy 
said a lot of times Google Earth pictures 
are not up to date, you can’t see what is 
beneath the trees and need boots on the 
ground. Ban also said people are still very 
upset about the way the museum is being 
handled; 

e Heard Trustee Tim Rush give the 
Parks & Recreation report, saying a 
Chili BBQ cookout is coming up, there 
has been discussion about the size of the 
pier replacement, the Turkey Shoot is not 
going to happen, and quarterly instead of 
monthly meetings will be held for the Parks 
and Recreation Committee. Rush said 
they won’t need quorums for committee 
meetings on specific events. Burdick said 
the 30’ wide, 20’ deep pier suggested by 
Supervisor Tim Bowman is expensive to 


do and, “It appears we have champagne 
taste” and it is expensive to do. He said 
they may have to have a bit of a hybrid and 
they will find a solution; and 

e Heard Water/Sewer Director John 
Danci report he would be going to a drain 
committee meeting later that week to find 
out more about the township pipe that is 
in the wrong place. He said the pipe runs 
southeast along Rawsonville Road, south 
of Willis and north of Judd. 

Clerk Esther Hurst was absent and 
excused from the board meeting.

When the doctor says, “nothing more 
can be done,” what does a patient do? For 
Patty Fecker, an experienced nurse who 
suffered from neuropathy related to cancer 
treatment, the answer and a lesson would 
come from the multidisciplinary cancer 
team at Henry Ford Health. 

The long line of resourceful physicians 
would hunker down to help her. The result? 
An 85% reduction in pain. 

Patty did monthly breast self-exams 
for decades, and she’s not a stranger to 
mammogram machines, having received 
routine screenings for more than a dozen 
years. After her last exam, she checked her 
medical records for the test results and was 
shocked to read, “highly suspicious for 
malignancy”. 

“Although I had been a nurse for 40 
years, I hadn’t worked in oncology and 
cancer was a death sentence,” said Patty, 
62, who lives in Sumpter Township. 

“Waiting for a biopsy was horrible. I 
went through some depression, thinking I 
was going to die. And I learned that some 
websites aren’t your friend — they paint an 
awful picture.” 

Because Patty could not quickly receive a 
biopsy, she looked for a different healthcare 
provider. That’s when she met Jessica 
Schering, M.D., an oncology specialist at 
Henry Ford Cancer - Brownstown. 


“She gave me hope and options, and she 
painted a much better outlook,” Patty said. 
Her multidisciplinary cancer team 
created a plan — chemotherapy to shrink 
the stage 2 tumor, surgery to remove the 
cancerous tumor and radiation treatments 
to kill any stray cancer cells. The director 
of Henry Ford Health’s breast cancer 
program, Jessica Bensenhaver, M.D., 
performed Patty’s surgery. Then, all 
her appointments were made by nurse 
navigators. 

“They’re wonderful,” Patty said. “I never 
had to call and follow up because there 
was great communication throughout the 
system. Nurse navigators gave me a packet 
of all available support, including group 
therapy and art therapy. I realized I needed 
to surround myself with survivors, instead 
of hearing and thinking about negative 
stuff.” 

Just 30 days after the diagnosis, 
chemotherapy treatments began and so 
did a major side effect: chemo-induced 
peripheral neuropathy. 

“Pain in my hands and feet progressively 
got worse after treatment. Pd walk my 
dogs, and I’d have to quit because my feet 
were always freezing. My fingers were 
cold, and I had pain in my fingernails. I’d 
sit at my desk with a heating pad wrapped 
around my feet. I'd wrap one hand in 
another heating pad and type with the other

hand,” said Patty who works remotely. 

But the problem was buffered by her 
attitude and faith. “I’ve always had a good 
relationship with God,” said Patty. “And I 
figured the symptoms were a small price to 
pay for being alive. I felt like things could 
be worse, so I adapted my life to what my 
symptoms were.” 

Prescription medications, vitamins, 
acupuncture and over-the-counter products 
didn’t help. Although one doctor thought 
nothing more could be done, specialists 
thought otherwise. 

During a six-month follow-up 
appointment, Patty asked Dr. Schering 
when the symptoms would go away. 
Concerned, Dr. Schering referred Patty to 
a specialist in neurological complications 
related to cancer treatment, Lisa R. Rogers, 
D.O., at Henry Ford Health in Wyandotte. 

Dr. Rogers said, “It was demonstrated in 
a clinical trial that Cymbalta can be very 
effective for many people with chemo- 
induced peripheral neuropathy. However, 
it could not be prescribed for Patty because 
it was contraindicated with one of her 
existing medications.” 

Neuropathy can be debilitating for some 
people, causing intense shooting or burning 
pain, tingling, numbness or a sensation 
similar to frostbite, said Dr. Rogers. Worse, 
the condition can last for months or years. 

To find a solution, Dr. Rogers tapped 
further into the multidisciplinary team and 
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referred Patty to David Henkin, M.D., a 
palliative medicine physician at Henry 
Ford Health in downtown Detroit. He is 
part of a group of specialists who treat 
chemotherapy-induced neuropathy. 

“When I saw Dr. Henkin, he had already 
read my records and talked with Dr. Rogers 
and another specialist about how to get 
me off the one medication and get me on 
Cymbalta,” said Patty. “I was impressed 
that he already had a plan. I didn’t have to 
wait for another appointment. Dr. Henkin 
even called the pharmacy to make sure 
they understood the dose, so they wouldn’t 
give me a hard time. I got the medication 
right then, and they started transitioning 
me the next day. 

“[’m very happy with the results. I’m 
about 85% better now. I can walk, and my 
feet are no longer freezing,” says Patty who 
enjoys gardening, camping and walking 
with her four rescue dogs. “Sometimes, my 
hands get cold, but nothing like before, and 
I no longer have pain in my nailbeds. I feel 
kind of reborn.” 

Through her experience, she’s learned 
a lesson: Sometimes, you have to pursue 
a problem, even when you’ve been told 
there’s nothing else that can be done. “I 
figured the original doctor knew what he 
was talking about after he tried several 
treatments, but my oncologist said I should 
get evaluated by Dr. Rogers,” said Patty. 

Happy just to be alive, Patty is determined 
to make the most of her life. In addition 
to spending time with her loved ones 
and friends, she’s a hospice volunteer, 
supporting cancer patients and doing pet 
therapy. 

She encourages patients to remain positive 
and surround themselves with people who 
have had positive outcomes. Take one day 
at a time. Don’t sweat the small stuff. And 
if you have faith, rely on it. 

Patty also advises women to get a 
yearly mammogram. The discomfort from 
pressure only lasts a few minutes, but 
the pain from cancer treatment lasts for 
months.

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Belleville’s ‘Wheels for Independence’ sets special meeting Nov. 13

A special meeting of Belleville’s “Wheels for 
Independence” Senior Citizens Transportation 
Committee has been set for 5:30 p.m., Monday, 
Nov. 13, at the Brown Family Center, 678 E. 
Huron River Dr. The public is invited. 

After an hour-long discussion on how to 
solve the senior transportation needs in the 
city at the Oct. 9 meeting, the group agreed 
to meet in November to assemble information 
and make concrete plans on how to proceed. 

Wheels for Independence provided senior 
transportation for 27 years before COVID 
paused the service and then the six-foot rule 
was enacted and only one person could ride in 
the van at a time. 

“It’s been close to a year without 
transportation,” said committee chairperson 
Jennifer Delano, who has been trying to work 
with the city to get the service in operation 
again. 

She said Peoples Express does not want 
to work with Wheels for Independence and 
no longer picks up riders at the library. That 
ended in June, she said. 

She said Peoples Express is a business and, 
“We aren’t in business to raise money, but to 
offer a service.” 

Delano said before COVID they transported 
20 to 30 seniors and disabled a week in their 
wheelchair lift vans. On Fridays the van was 
full for grocery shopping. 

She said after COVID, the ridership was 
down to 12 to 20 a week. She said there were 
riders from Columbia Court, the Co-Op, two 
on Biggs Street and two on Loza Lane. She 
said now, Tuscan Manor has residents who 
need transport. 

Committeeman Randy Priest suggested 
seniors shop for groceries by phone and have 
it delivered. 

Shelly Brown-Chudzinski, who has a funeral 
home, said she was against seniors doing 
everything by phone. She said getting active 
keeps them alive. 

Delano said they also had a lot of runs to 
dialysis appointments and doctors’ offices and 
fit the grocery runs into those. 

Brown-Chudzinski said the funeral home 
had grief care at Columbia Court and she saw 
how the residents needed to get out and move 
around and socialize. 

Delano said they had three SMART vehicles 
at one point and an accident took the first one 
and it was not fixable. They took parts from 


the second one and the third blew an engine 
and it couldn’t be fixed. 

Belleville’s Acting City Manager Steve 
Jones said the final vehicle couldn’t be fixed 
because replacement engines for that vehicle 
are no longer being made by Ford and are 
not available. The $5,000 the city council 
allocated for that has gone back into the 
general fund, he said. 

He said there has been a lot of turnover at 
SMART and the city was waiting for a call 
from one person and then that person was 
replaced by someone else. 

“Vehicles seem to be available, if we need 
it,” Jones said. 

He said he is trying to digest all the details 
about transportation in the city, and noted the 
city does not want to be in the transportation 
business. Former city manager Dave Robinson 
did not recognize the Wheels group as a legal 
entity. 

“Belleville is going to take care of its 
seniors,” said Brown-Chudzinski. “There are 
lots of seniors.” 

“I was shocked to hear that Kerreen 
(Conley, the mayor) was a member of this 
committee,” Jones said. “I was not aware of 
this committee.” 

Delano said the city clerk always did the 
paperwork for SMART and Brown-Chudzinski 
said that was because they claimed the money 
from SMART for the transportation. 

Jones said that was a small amount from 
SMART, about $4,000. 

Delano said one of the city managers after 
Diana Kollmeyer took the senior transportation 
out of the budget. 

Many options were discussed, including 
getting donations to buy or lease a van, and 
Jones said he would get copies of the former 
city budget numbers and other information for 
the next meeting. 

The CDBG funds, formerly used for 
transportation, were used for park upgrades in 
the most recent budget. The next application 
for CDBG funds is in March, Delano said. 

The transportation budget had been $10,000 
a year, after being trimmed by the city from 
$20,000. Delano said she paid the annual state 
license fee of $20 out of her own pocket. 

Jones said there are lots of strings with a 
SMART van now. 

Delano said when Keith Boc was DPW 
director the DPW was able to fix the SMART 
vans, but now SMART requires all repairs to 
be done by SMART.

Because of the small staff at city hall, 
Jones said Delano would have to do all the 
paperwork and she said she did do all the 
paperwork. Then she would give payroll to the 
treasurer and other work to the clerk. But the 
present clerk was overwhelmed by having to 
do police work too. 

She said it had always gone through the 
city in the past and when there were budget 
problems they cut her salary. She said riders 
paid zero at the beginning, then it was $1-$4 
and then $2-$5 to ride and now it should be 
raised to $3 -$6. 

“I dread the day I ever say, ‘We’re done,” 
Delano said. 


Brown-Chudzinski said the committee needs 
to get younger members to learn what they’re 
doing.

“We have to keep going,” she said, adding 
once they know how much money they need 
they could raise money. Many other ideas were 
offered, including going to the corporations 
that own Columbia Court and the Co-Op for 
help. 

“T think we’ve taken the parking brake off 
the Wheels for Independence,” said Randy 
Priest.

than face trial. 

Covington stressed that he is talking only 
of the defendants and not to their families, 
since no family raises their children to be 
murderers. 

“They know what they did,” he said. 
“They killed my daughter execution-style” 
and then left. He said they offered no words 
for years, instead of coming forward. 

“They deserve the death penalty. At least 
they deserve to be in the prison system as 
long as possible,” he said, referring to her 
death as a slaughter. 

He said the text message said, “Oops,” 
after the two went into the wrong door that 
led into his daughter’s home. He said that 
“Oops” was his daughter’s life. 

Covington said the charge was first- 
degree murder at first. “They illegally 
entered my daughter’s home, one armed 
with a gun. Why bring a gun to make a 
quick marijuana score? They hogtied — 
hogtied my daughter,” he said in tears. 

They used a pillow at the back of her 
head to deaden the sound of the shot, he 
said. 

“They executed her and left her on the 
floor to die,” he said. “There is no doubt 
they planned to kill my daughter.” 

Emotional statements also came from 
Egypt’s brothers D’Wayne and Samuel 
Turner, sisters Katelyn and Kristin 
Covington, friend Sherry Hartley, and 
cousin Casey Carson. 

D’Wayne Turner thanked the justice 
system, state police, and media, “who 
makes the public aware of what could 
happen to them.” 

Groom’s retained defense attorney David 
Goldstein said there were some statements 
made that were not factually correct. 
He said it was said “they” murdered the 
victim, but there were three defendants and 
his client was involved in the crime that 
resulted in someone’s death. 

Goldstein said the crime was not pre- 
meditated and Groom was not the one who 
had caused the death. He said his client 
was very sorry for what happened and will 
abide by the plea agreement. 

Groom said he was sorry for what 
happened and asked the family to, “Forgive 
me for my actions.” 

Moore’s retained attorney Kristina Marie 
Joseph said no words she could ever say 
could even attempt to mitigate the loss of 
the family. 

“My heart goes out to them,” she said, 
noting the case was set for a jury trial 
and they were prepared to litigate several 
factors. 

She said it was decided to have no jury 
trial because of the effect on the family. 
She said her client is 37 years old and was 
31 at the time and next month he would 
mark three years in jail. 

She said like any individual, her client 
has redeeming qualities. He had a job, a 
GED, and has supported his family and 
he is remorseful. She said in each step 
he has shown remorse and he takes full 
responsibility for his actions. 
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Moore apologized to the family and said 
he can’t take away what happened, but he 
wished he could. 

“There’s more to the case than has come 
out,” he said. “I felt I was pushed into a 
plea. I’m not a bad guy ...” 

Judge Evans interrupted his statement 
noting that he said he did not willingly 
enter this plea. She reminded him she 
asked him questions about whether he was 
entering the plea without being pushed and 
he answered. 

Attorney Joseph asked for three minutes 
to talk to her client and Judge Evans 
recessed the court for a short time. 

Afterward, Judge Evans said she could 
withdraw that plea and they could go to 
trial. 

“We had many conversations on this,” 
Joseph said. “He accepted a plea because 
he felt statements about him were untrue. 
... He asks for sentencing now.” 

He was asked questions about the plea 
deal and replied he accepts it and wants 
sentencing now rather than a trial. 

“I want to apologize,” he said. “Some 
statements were untrue about me.” 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
LaDonna Logan said the sentencing is not 
100% what the family wanted but it is a 
good resolution. 

“If he wants to withdraw his plea and go 
to trial, he can,” Judge Evans said. 

“He does not want to do so,” Joseph said. 

Judge Evans said she would follow the 
settlement offer. 

“To the family, there is nothing I can 
say to make the family feel better,” Judge 
Evans said. She said Egypt’s brother made 
a good point about the lessons Egypt taught 
to them and those lessons can be carried 
on. 

“From the bottom of my heart, I wish you 
peace,” Judge Evans concluded. 

Egypt was found dead at 7:15 p.m. June 
23, 2017, in her home in the 45000 block 
of Hull Road in Van Buren Township. Her 
hands had been bound with holiday string 
lights, that she used to decorate a door, and 
she had been shot in the head. 

She lived in a duplex, and on the other side 
was a neighbor who ran a legal marijuana 
business. Evans said in court that he led the 
other two men to Covington’s duplex and 
told them the neighbor had marijuana that 
would be easy to steal. 

“I knew he was out of town,” Evans said 
in a police interview. “I knew he was out of 
his house. I said, ‘Go to the right.’ I knew 
100% no one was in that house. They went 
to the wrong door.” 

The Michigan State Police, which took 
over the murder from Van Buren Township 
Police, said there was a fourth suspect, but 
the person was shot and killed after the 
crime. 

Egypt was a 2007 graduate of Belleville 
High School and a popular local singer. 
She was employed as an account manager 
for beer and wine distributor Rave and had 
worked at Johnny’s on the Lake and Bayou 
Grill in Belleville.

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VBT planners approve preliminary site plan for Ashley Capital building

Ashley Capital has a prospective tenant 
for a new building in its Crossroads 
Distribution Center between Ecorse and Van 
Born roads and the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission gave preliminary site 
plan approval for the project at its regular 
meeting on Sept. 27. 

The commission also approved 
recommending to the township board of 
trustees special land use for the project. 

A public hearing was held before 
consideration of the site plan and Susan 
Farr, whose Haggerty Road home backs 
up to the Ashley propertites, spoke in 
opposition. 

Farr said she had been fighting Ashley 
Capital for years. She said Haggerty Road is 
impassable. Recently a tire came off a semi 
vehicle and into her yard, almost killing her 
husband. She said there were 17 cars in one 
night that were disabled on Haggerty and 
many came to her door to ask for assistance. 

She said Ashley took over the road from 
the county and nothing’s been done, as the 
road gets more impassable. Farr suggested 
the commissioners look on Facebook to 
see what people are saying about Haggerty 
Road between Ecorse and Van Born. She 
left the meeting after her remarks. 

Discussion on the two approvals was 
intermingled as the commission gathered 
information for its decisions. 

Vidya Krishnan, principal planner for 
McKenna, said there have been traffic 


concerns on Haggerty Road by residents 
and reconstruction is scheduled for 2024. 

She said a traffic study for Ashley did 
not require any changes, but there will be 
addition of a traffic light on Haggerty, half 
way between Ecorse and Van Born roads, 
for access. 

Applicant Kyle Wood, speaking for 
Ashley, said they have a tenant looking to 
lease about 400,000 square feet, the south 
two-thirds of the new 630,000 square foot 
building being planned. He said the tenant 
will be moving from Romulus. 

Wood said the new building is almost a 
quarter-mile long. 

He said there has been a year-long delay as 
Ashley worked with EGLE on the wetlands 
and conservation easements are being set 
up. He said if it goes to the Southeastern 
Michigan Conservation district, it would 
have to be open to the public with walking 
trails. 

He said the building originally was 
planned to be 950,000 square feet, but they 
lost one-third while working with EGLE. 

The conservation easement next to the 
ITC corridor on the property creates the 
need for an appeal to the Zoning Board of 
Appeal for setbacks. 

Wood said Haggerty Road is a problem 
and he doesn’t like Haggerty Road. He 
said Ashley fronted engineering costs of 
$300,000 and in December Ashley was 
awarded state money. 

He said on Aug. 2, the state gave approval 
to bid out the Haggerty project from Ecorse 


north to Van Born. The project includes a 
new township water main that is expected 
to be put in place this winter. The road will 
be completely reconstructed in 2024 and 
there is all the money to begin, he said. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant said Haggerty 
has been a problem for about five years and 
full-size semis drive on the wrong side of 
the road to avoid the huge potholes. 

Director of Planning and Economic 

Development Dan Power reported Wayne 
County said completion would be in early 
2025. 

Commissioner Grant said there are one- 
and-a-half to two-foot deep potholes. He 
suggested a temporary, safe paving to make 
it safe in the winter. 

Wood said Ashley got a grant for the road, 
but it isn’t really a partner in the project. 

He said they hope to line up completion 
of this new building, Building 11, with the 
completion of Haggerty. In the worse case 
scenario they would close Haggerty for six 
months and they would send all Ashley’s 
traffic to Ecorse. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if there is 
to be a traffic signal at the new intersection 
and Wood replied that it was part of the 
total project and noted in the plans. 

Commissioner Jackson Pahle asked what 
if they didn’t get that tenant and Wood said 
they may slow up on the construction of 
that building. The tenant needs to be in by 
Nov. 1, 2024. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson asked 
if it would be possible to resurface and the 
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township’s consulting engineer said the 
base under the road can’t hold the weight. 
He said if they resurfaced, it would be the 
same as it is now within a month and would 
be a waste of money. 

The engineer said they could fill the 
potholes and grade the shoulders, but the 
county may not want to spend the money. 

“With two-foot-deep holes, something 
has to happen to make it safe for cars,” said 
Commissioner Grant. “It’s embarrassing. 
It gets worse every year, like someone 
dropped bombs — craters,” he said, adding 
he doesn’t know if it’s Ashley’s job. 

Wood said it is 45 days before the asphalt 
plant closes for the winter and he will talk 
to the county. He said his father’s tire blew 
out on that roadway. 

Director Power suggested all citizens are 
able to call in hazard reports to the county 
and he will put that number on the website. 

Atchinson said trucks don’t take the roads 
they agree to take. She said she calls Cosco. 

Woods said Ashley’s traffic goes to Ecorse 
to I-275 and has to stay on Class A roads. 

Krishnan said the only company that has 
a restriction is Cosco. They are not to go 
down Belleville Road. 

Wood said if they see one of Ashley’s 
tenants going down Belleville Road to call 
Ashley. 

In discussing details of the site plan, 
Ashley said they plan to install EV station 
infrastructure in the greenspace for future 
hook ups. They won’t put EV stations next 
to the buildings because they are afraid the 
batteries might catch on fire and burn the 
building. 

Ashley engineer Joe Webb said they 
will be moving to abandon Bell Drain on 
the building site. He said the drain was 
formerly a farm ditch created a long time 
ago and it ends on this property. 

In other business at the three-hour-18- 
minute meeting, the commission: 

e Held a public hearing on proposed 
zoning ordinance text amendments on Child 
Care Uses and then unanimously voted 
to recommend adoption by the Township 
Board of Trustees. The amendments grant 
the Board of Trustees the ability to modify 
minimum required separation requirements 
between licensed group day care homes, 
upon recommendation from the planning 
commission, based upon certain findings; 
and 

e Heard Director Power report that 
Ricardo was delayed in its testing that was 
approved, but now is moving forward. Also, 
the proposed architecture change for a lot 
on N. Cumberland Dr. in Country Walk is 
still pending. Also, the Mobil station sign 
is still standing at the corner of Haggerty 
Road and the North I-94 Service Drive and 
it will be removed through construction. 
He said the site plan for the gas station 
was approved on Aug. 23 and the next day, 
Aug. 24, there were floodwaters at that site 
and gas was in the water and remediation 
needed to be taken.
